EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

This examiner's amendment corrects minor objections to the Abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract of the disclosure has been replaced by the following: 
--A high-precision input device which has less delay in signal transmission and can 
sense a plurality of input signals is provided. This input device includes a planar first 
input area and a second input area annularly formed around the periphery of the first 
input area. The input device outputs different signals when beating inputs are applied to 
the input areas. The surface of the first input area is almost entirely covered by a sheet- 
like first input sensor that is divided into left-side and right-side sensors. A plurality of 
second input sensors are arranged annularly in the second input area and they are 
connected to a conductive section. The conductive section is connected to a plurality of 
bypass members provided for the second input sensors so that the input device is 
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provided with a plurality of paths for transmitting signals from each of the second input 
sensors. --
